Colorado for their health and not 

finding what they sought for, came 
on to I. os Angeles to make their per- 
manent home here. Mrs. Trenholm, 
HM4 Miss Mabel Heed, of Chicago, 

and educated at Jacksonville, III.. 
was so unfortunate as to lose her 

child in Denver, Col., before coming 
here, which was reported in thcloiu- 
NAi. at the time. Since their arrival 
here, they have almost completely re- 
covered I heir healt h, and have been 
busy improving their home. 

On Patrick's Day Mrs. Trenholm 
desired to make some purchases in 
the city, and went there alone, leav- 
ing her husband at home busy fixing 
up his fences, and while so en 
he was astounded to sec a carriage 
drive up to the house, in which was 
his wife terribly injured and covered 
with blood. She was carried into the 
bt two doctors and put to bed. 

She explained how it happened — run 

over by a cable street .'ar ! She was 
crossing one of the most dangerous 
streets where cable, electric and horse 
are constantly hurried in all 
directions, and hail waited for one 
cable ear to pass, and not seeing or 
hearing another coming in a different 
direction, she walked light in front 
of it. The streets were crowded. 
Policemen and other people shouted 
to her to stop. The gripinen did 
their Utmost to avert the inevitable 
disaster, but too late ! She was 
struck by the rapidly moving cable 
and dummy, thrown down and rolled 
under the ponderous car. The people 
on the car leaped off, the men rushed 
by scores to lift the dummy bodily 
off the track, and tenderly carry the 
mangled lady from the street. Ladies 
turned aw ming and fainting 

at the sight. It all happened in a 
moment. The injured lady was 
taken into a drug store near by medi- 
cal aid was promptly on hand, and a 
hasty examination was made to And 
what Injuries she had sustained. ll 
was found that her left hip was dis- 
located, the left arm broken, and her 
face much cut and bruised, while her 
was torn up ami destroyed. 
She w as not unconscious, how ev er, and 

gave her address. \ cab was sum- 
moned and she was taken home at 
onCO. Who saw the acci- 

dent believed the lady was killed, but 
we arc glad to say she is now in a 
fair way to recovery. The cable rail 
way is Owned by Chicago men. and 
they aTC doing all in their power to 
help Mr. and Mrs. Trenholm. The 
city council at once ordered the en- 
forcement Of the by-law to have 
fenders or (/mints put on all the cable 
and electric cars to protect people 
from such frightful accidents.

panies. Mrs. Trenholm bears up 
bravely under her heavy affliction, 
and hopes soon to be again about her 
duties.

(From the Minnesota I'ompanion. ) 
A short time ago the following 

item appeared in the Deaf-Mi us' 
Journal, taken from a New York 
daily : 

HOW FA8T CAN THE lil'Xin IPBAK f 
The deaf and dumb, as everyone knows, 
speak " by menus of their fingers. How 

many wont's, then, can a rood hand-speaker 

form In a minute, According to the 
Telegraph Department, the average num- 
ber of letters per word in the English Ian 
gunge is Ave. Now, n ready hand-speaker 
can make the English alphabet (en times ti 
minute— that Is to say 2S0 letters. It is 
usual for him to pause "for the space of one 
letter after each word to show that the word 
is complete. If, therefore, we subtract 
from the total just given about on 
for these stoppages, the total will be 
reduced to BIB letters. Let this 
be divided by five, the average number 
of letters per minute, and we shall 
find that a fairly expert deaf and dumb per- 
son will speak forty-three per minute. A 
person in possession o!' speech will probably 
speak HO words In the same space Of time. 

Our first feeling upon reading it 
was one of surprise and amusement 
that the estimate was placed so low. 
Time and again we have had public 
lectures and sermons interpreted to" 
us verbatim by means of the manual 
alphabet, "With a few signs intersper- 
sed. Hence we were convinced that 
forty-three wonts per minute was a 
ridiculously low estimate. It occur- 
red to us to make several tests of the 
matter, and the results may be of 
interest to the general public

the deaf arc not so badly off after all 
for a rapid means of comiiiimi, 
that shall involve connected laic 
Finger-spelling, carefully oultii 
does not fall far behind ordinary 
Spoken discourse, and it is certain mole 
rapid than lip-reading for a continuous 
speech. We believe that there is a 
growing tendency in all of our 
schools toward the use of the manual 
alphabet more, and of si The 

assiduous cultivation of this blessed 
finger-speech will result in benefit to 
the deaf in more ways than one. 
The tests as set forth abovi 
easily be verified, in any school for the 
deaf, by one who has the intci 
undertake like experiments.

We desire to say here th 

test the spelling was perfectly 
legible, so that it could be readily 
followed by one fairly expert in the 
use of the linger alphabet. The 
highest speed attained, 146 
a tninutr, was more easily read than 
some of the other test cases. This 
leads us to remark that one secret of 
clear and rapid spelling is to hold the 
arm and hand still, moving the 
fingers alone. A motion of the hand 
and arm interferes with rapidity and 
distinctness. It is erroneous to sup- 
hat a pause is necessary at the 
end of each word spelled. Such is 
true only in the case ,<( those imper- 
fectly acquainted with the manual 

alphabet, or not sufficiently educated. 
If it is claimed that the majority of 
the deaf can not follow such rapid 
spelling, we reply that it is because 
lo not have to. They can be 
educated to it, however.

She 
had never been sick before that, and 
so believes that her deafness was due 
to the poundings on her head and 
body received at the hands of her re- 
lative. 

This is not the only case I know of. 
I know of another lady who was bad- 
ly beaten on her back sometimes.

A striking illustration of the risks 
deaf-mutes run in marrying those who 
have tho advantage over them in 
hearing was painfully illustrated a 
few days ago in the divorce-court in 
Los Angeles, Cal., which furnishes 
abundant food for serious reflection 
to those contemplating matrimony in 
such cases, and for those who are 
eternally harping on the " deplorable 
faet that deaf-mutes are intermarry- 
ing and producing a species of that 
defective class." The Los Angeles 
papers publish a report of the ease 
and the judges decision refusing a 
divorce, but they fail to give the hus- 
band's solo reason for scekingja divorce 
in such an underhand way, which is 
said to be that he got tired of her on 
account of her deafness and wanted 
to marry another, the deaf-mute lady 
being his fourth wife. 

KVVlNd vs. KWING. 

The doors of department fh 
the superior oonrt. were locked yester- 
day, and a placard theron read : " No 
admittance; private session." Judge 
Shaw was engaged nearly all day in 
hearing the proceedings in the divorce 
suit of Robert S. Kwing, the portrait 
painter of this city, against his wife 
Annie Ewing. Some time ago Robert 
Ewing obtained a decree of divorce 
in default, and the present proceedings, 
which constitute a re-o pe ning of the 
case, are based on a cross-complaint 
filed by the wife. 

Attorney John Haynes appeared 
for the plaintiff. The greater portion 
of the seats in the room were occu- 
pied by the ladies, young and old and 
handsome and homely. At the side 
of the counsel's table sat the husband, 
while at the other end was seated tin- 
wife. Two beautiful golden haired 
children who would have made ideal 
models for Raphael were playing on 
the floor. They were the progeny of 
the unhappy couple seeking a legal 
separation of their marital ties. The 
children vibrated between the father 
and mother, and now and then stared 
at the judge with the open-eyed won- 
der of children. When the mother 
took the witness stand and in broken 
accents accused her husband of cruel- 
ty and drunkenness, the husband sat 
just opposite with his arms around 
the children. 

All day long the court was oeeu 

[tied in hearing witness, ami all day 
ong the children laughed and played 
in the room utterly unconscious of the 
drama that was there being enacted. 
The main plea of the mother in filing 
the cross complaint was to secure the 
custody of the children. Mrs. Kwing, 
the mother, gave her testimony in a 
strange monotone, for she is deaf and 
dumb, but has learned how to articu- 
late words which she by reason of her 
affliction is unable to hear. She w as 
the last witness on the stand, and had 
not finished her story when the court 
continued the case until next Tues- 
day. — Los. Angeles Herald, April 3. 

THE DIVOECE Bl 

The divorce suit of Robert S. 
Ewing vs. Kmma A. Kwing came up 
for hearing before Judge Shaw in 
Department Five, the doors of which 
were closed during the trial of the 
case, yesterday afternoon. 

The matter was heard on Febru- 
ary 17th last, when defendant was 
granted a divorce by default, but 
six days later the ease was re-opened 
upon defendant's motion, and the de- 
cree set aside. On March, 98d last 
she filed a cross-complaint, in which 
she applied for a divorce on the 
grounds of habitual intemperance 
and cruelty, and demanded the cus- 
tody of her children, two little golden 
haired girls, aged respectively eight 
and seven years. The parties were 
married at Milwaukee in 1888, K.x> 
ing is a portrait-painter of some 
ability, and his wife, up to the time 
of their marriage, was a teacher at a 
deaf and dumb asylum at Delavan, 
Wis. She is a comely young woman 
and unusually intelligent, but unfor- 
tunate in that she was born I 
mute. To some extent, however, she 
has overcome part of her affliction, as 
she can articulate, although unable 
to hear even her own voice. She can 
understand almost every word said 
to her bv watching the lips of the 
person who addresses her, and it w as 
thus the ease was conducted yester- 
day. A large number of witnesses 
were examined yesterday afternoon, 
but at the close of Mrs. Swing's 
testimony the Court continued the 
matter for further hearing until Tues- 
day next. — 7¥m«w, April 3, 



what is usually considered cruel treat- 
ment. That is, it would naturally 
not be so although he testifies it did 
have a very serious effect upon his 
health. But he is uncorroborated in 
any particular, except by his 
who testifies to one occurrence which 
he did not see, but saw' some results; 
saw the father soon after the occur- 
rence of the difficulty, when he re- 
oeveived a scratch upon his face. 
That is about the only actual corrobo- 
ration there is. Hut, taking the 
altogether, I do not think the ease 
made out by him is sufficient to justi- 
fy the Court in granting a divorce. 

In regard to the case made by the 
defendant, there is no corroboration 
at all of her statements. She stands 
alone. So that the divorce cannot be 
granted upon her complaint. 

I suppose 1 mighty possibly make 
an order in this concerning the oustody 
of the children, but I do not see that 
the testimony shows either one of 
them is so unfit for the care and cus- 
tody of the children as to justify 
making such an order. It is plain, 
from the appearance and conduct of 
the Children in the courtroom, that 
somebody has given them pretty 
good attention. They seem to 
be good children, well-behaved ami 
well taken care of, and, so far as I 
can discover from their conduct here 
in the courtroom, ihcv appear about 
equally attached to their father and 
to their mother. I can see no t 
why either one of the parents is not 
as competent to take care of the 
children as the other. Of course 
courts cannot make orders or decide 
that the children shall have the best 
care that the world can give to them. 
They have to receive such care as the 
parents whom they have give to 
them, and the fact that these chil- 
dren might possibly be better situated 
than with either or both of their 
parents is a matter which I cannot 
remedy. I think the best course 
will be for these two persons to en- 
deavor, to the best of their ability, to 

ex-ereise the patience and the for- 
bearance that their relations to each 
other demand. 

So far as the plaintiff is concern- 
ed, he married this woman, knowing 
that she had an infirmity in not being

On tie 
trary, it demands of him a much 
greater degree of forbearance than he 
otherwise would be called upon to 
ise. 
Whether the defendant kne 
the time she married this plaintiff, 
that he was or was not in the habit 
Of drinking, is a matter of some doubt 
under the evidence, as one test 
one state of facts and the other to 
the other.

These arc matters which the 
courts cannot remedy. The only
